A certain farmer who has l 
tur»eys lor many years aud who takes 
pleasure in making experiments, says 
that charcoal, turkey fat. aud diamonds 
arealike in some respects. It is a fact 
that more fat, may be gotten a ul ol 
charcoal than one would suspect, 
without a knowledge of chemistry 
The fo'iowing experiment w is in. c 
wit.li f.:ir turkeys iu a peu by them- 
selves ^tid four others iu a separate 
pen: The first were fed on meal, boil- 
ed potatoes and oats. Tbe other four 
were fed ou the same aiet, with the 
addition of one pint of very fioeL pu • 
verized charcoal mixed with tbe food. 
They had ahn a plentiful supply ot 
broken charcoal i» their pen Tbe 
eight were killed the same day aod 
there was a difference of one aud one- 
half pounds each in favor of the ones 
fed on charcoal. Tbey were much fat 
ler aud tbe meat was superior iu point 
of tenderutss aud flavor.
